Now  we  cannot  blame  those  few  scattered 
sheep  in  the  wilderness,  who  had  once  known  the  sweet¬ 
ness  of  our  sanctuary  privileges,  that  they  longed  to  en  joy 
again  the  ministrations  of  one  of  their  own  spiritual  pas¬ 
tors ;  nor  can  we  blame  the  domestic  committee  w  ho  acted 
upon  the  information  they  received,  and  tried  to  do  their 
very  best  for  the  great  interests  of  the  church.  But  wc  think 
in  such  instances,  however  painful  it  might  be  lo  leave 
these  few  sheep  in  the  wilderness,  it  would  be  belter  for 
the  missionary,  when  he  finds  the  [.lace  to  which  he  has 
been  sent  is  too  strait  for  him  and  those  who  arc  already 
on  the  ground,  honestly  to  inform  the  committee  of  this, 
and  ask  to  be  transferred  to  some  other  station. 

.Igain  : — If  it  be  distinctly  understood  that  our  appro¬ 
priate  work  is  not  lo  proselyte  other  denominations,  not 
to  strive  to  build  up  the  Episcopal  church  upon  the  ruins 
of  other  churches,  but  to  minister  to  those  destitute  of  the 
word,  and  to  seek  to  gather  them  into  the  sacred  ark,  it  will 
exert  the  happiest  influence  upon  the  mind  of  the  mis¬ 
sionary  himself.  M’hen  hi-  heurs  hi.s  church  defamed,  her 
usages  stigmatized  as  remnants  of  |iopery,  and  his  own  la- 
houis  ascrib,*,!  to  selfi-h  and  sectarian  motives;  if  he  is 
conscious  to  himself  that  his  great  object  h.is  been  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  glory  of  his  divine  M  .i..ier,  and  to  save  the  souls 
of  men,  he  can  rest  in  (Jod,  and  feel  elevated  above  all 
the  taunts,  and  calumny,  and  jeers  of  tho.se  who  speak  re¬ 
proachfully  of  him.  II  he  sees  but  a  few  come  lo  attend 
upon  his  ministry,  though  he  may  be  grieved,  ye.t  he  need 
not  feel  greatly  distressed  :  for  he  can  say,  “  I  have  come 
here  lo  preach  Christ  to  a  dying  worl  l,  and  if  (’hrist  has 
any  work  for  me  here  He  will  prepare  the  way.  I  arn 
willing  to  leave  the  whole  m;ittcr  in  his  hands.” 

Oncemore: — Iflho  principle  be  kept  distinctly  in  view 
with  the  missionary,  that  his  gre.it  work  is  to  bring  souls 
to  Christ,  it  will  exert  the  lig^ipicst  influence  upon  liis

niillee  immediately  after  my  arrival,  it  was  determineil  lhal 
my  first  bu.-.iness  should  he  lo  prepare  Ihe  report  of  my 
mission,  and  for  the  sake  of  greater  retirement  as  well  as 
for  the  pleasure  of  being  at  home,  I  chose  Portland  as  the 
place  of  my  residence,  until  tho  work  stiniild  he  areom- 
plished.  It  seemed  also  bcdl  to  me  to  make  no  |)uhlic 
statements  respecting  my  mission,  before  laying  the  report 
upon  it  before  the  committee,  and  I  imagined  that  you 
would  hardly  wish  to  sec  me  at  Philadelphia,  if  I  did  not 
come  prepared  lo  give  my  hrclhron  of  St.  .Andrew’s 
some  account  of  my  work  during  the  last  three  years.  I 
hope  however  to  see  you  ere  long.  In  the  mean  while 
you  may  he  interested  lo  know  something  more  particu¬ 
larly,  of  the  labour  which  I  have  now  on  hand.  'The 
plan  of  my  report  is  to  give  a  detailed  narrative  of  my 
travels,  from  the  lime  of  my  leaving  Constantinople  in 
1837,  till  my  return  thither  in  1838,  interspersed  with  the 
results  of  my  missionary  investigations  among  the  'Turks, 
Kurds,  Persians,  Neslorians  and  Jacobites.  Respecting 
Persia  I  shall  speak  most  fully.  My  inquiries  among  the 
Ncstorian  and  Jacobite  Christians  of  M'sopotamia  and 
Southern  Kurdistan,  are  I  think  superior  in  interest  to 
all  the  rest.  My  present  design  is  to  recommend  missions 
in  soinc  paits  of  the  fields  which  I  traver.sed,  and  let  me 
here  say  that  any  suggestions  with  reference  lo  this  de 
sign,  or  to  any  other  matters  connected  with  my  report, 
from  yourself  or  from  any  other  friend  of  missions  in 
Pliilailelpliia,  will  be  most  truly  welcome.  A  judgment 
with  regard  to  the  extension  of  oiir  missions  in  the  h'ast, 
should  be  formed  with  as  much  regard  to  the  position  of 
the  missionary  cause  in  the  church,  ns  to  the  encourage¬ 
ments  existing  abroad.  Some  enterprises  require  a  higher 
order  of  faith  and  holy  energy  than  others.  Some  de¬ 
mand  a  longer  and  more  patient  waiting  for  the  fruits  ; 
and  tliere  nre  some  which  a  church  imperfectly  imhued 
with  the  missionary  spirit,  ought  not  to  attempt  at  all. 
.As  to  the  encouragements  which  appear  in  the  field  over 
which  I  have  travelled,  I  feel  free  to  speak,  hut  I  am  at  a 
|i>.ss  as  to  what  our  own  church  may  wisely  undertake. 
For  three  years  I  have  been  almost  entirely  uninformed 
of  the  progress,  or  if  I  may  so  speak,  of  the  successive 
|)hascs  of  the  missionary  enterprise  at  home,  and  if  there 
is  any  thing  in  its  present  state,  to  which  particular  re¬ 
gard  should  he  had  in  speaking  of  the  openings  for  the 
church,  in  the  regions  over  which  my  own  survey  has 
extended,  I  should  be  most  grateful  to  know  it. 

'The  labour  of  preparing  my  narrative  will  occupy  me 
at  least  till  the  beginning  of  summer.  I  shall  use  all 
po.‘'siblc  expedition,  but  in  a  work  which  cannot  iie  re-done, 
t'estnia  lente  is  a  good  rule.
